IF CONDITIONS ARE FAVORABLE 


TOTAL ECLIPSE WILL BE SEEN 


HERE LATE IN THE AFTER- 


NOON. 


Astronomers and scientists all over 


the country are greatly interested in 


Many of our people have not yat realized the stupendous jtlle total eclipse of the sun. which win 


take place tomorrow afternoon, and 
the general public also is interested. 
While the astronomers will watch the 
phenomenon through big telescopes 
and will endeavor to take photographs 
of the sun's carona, the general pub- 
lic will watch through smoked glasses. 
While the eclipse will be visible over 
a larga part of the United States as 
a partial eclipse, the line of totality is 
comparatively narrow, being 66 miles 
wide at Aberdeen, Wash., and 40 miles 
wide at Orlando, Fla. 
The narrow 


strip of totality stretches across the 
United States in a straight line be- 
tween the two points mentioned. 
It 


will begin early in the afternoon on 
the Pacific coast, and at Orlando the 
period of totality will begin at 5:41 p. 
m. The eclipse will be practically to- 
tal at New Smyrna. 


The last solar eclipse visible in the 


United States was in 1900, and there 
will not be another until 1933. 


The time required for the shadow 


to sweep across the United States is 
45 minutes.

of skilled nurses to care for civilian 
sick in American cities, every married 
nurse or nurse not now engaged in 
active nursing and no,t eligible for 
army service will be urged to enroll 
vith the.' American 
Red 
Cross as 


lome defense nurses, for assignment 
or a few hours daily or weekly, nurs- 
ng neighbors 
in 
emergencies and 


ursing in hospitals, dispensaries, ba- 


by-saving stations, and similar ac- 
ivities. Others will be needed to car- 
y on the work of district visiting or 
rablic school nursing. 


By such volunteer work these ad- 


litional nurses will render local ser- 
rice and at the 'same time relieve 
rom civilian duty many other nurses 
needed sorely in military and naval 
stablishments. 
These nurses in ad- 


ition are asked to enroll for emer- 
•ency service in local disasters, which 
all suddenly for a large number of 
.urses. 


If all civilians who need skilled 
ursing are to have care it is impor- 


tant, as the Red Cross points out, that 


a few nurses as possible be employed 
or all their time in the care of a 
ingle patient. The public is therefore 
rged to employ individual nurses 
nly in ease of real necessity and to 
tilize visiting nurses for hospitals, 
rherever they are accessible. If the 
urses and the public generally will 


make such adjustments as may be 


ecessary the American Red Cross be- 
eves that it will be able to recruit 
ufficient 
nurses for military duty 


•ithout endangering the health of 
ommunities or disturbing the supply 
f nurses for the future. 
The American Red Cross is urging 


he enrollment of all nurses, with the 
nderstanding that those vitally need- 
d to maintain the local nursing ac- 
vity shall be allowed, with the con- 
snt of the military authorities to 
ontimie in their present positions 


a patriotic service. 


task which we have undertaken, 
li has not yet entered deep 


down into the souls of all Americans how great is to be the 
sacrifice at home and abroad which we must make. 
As yet 


we have made no sacrifice worthy to be called by that name. 


As measured by the armies of Europe we have been 


gathering a relatively small army, into our training camps, 
and as a forerunner of the five millions or more we shall have 
to send, we have about one-tenth of that number in France. 
Only by these men and their families has there been any sac- 
rifice worthy of the name, 
for the nation as a whole still 


pursues its accustomed way without any real sacrifice. 


We are still eating and drinking as of old and living in 


ease and prosperity as compared with the sacrifices which we 
must make. 


We are still bragging and boasting about the things our 


army and navy will do. 


We are even now wasting time talking about many un- 


necessary things, forgetting that our sole business now is to 
fight till we win the war. 


We are still laying to our souls the flattering unction that 


the war will soon be over and that we shall then go on our 
ususal way without having to pay any great price for the lib- 
erty that we hope to win. 
We should, however, realize that 


the task which we face will require all the heroism of the na- 
tion, infinitely greater than any heroism yet developed, unless 
as cowards and poltroons we yielded to an unbeaten Ger- 
many's efforts to secure peace. 


Now we are playing at heroics; before long all our latent 


heroism will be needed to sustain us. 
It will require sacri- 


fice to the extreme from every family in the land, and sorrow 
will come, perchance, into every home before there will come 
with it the glory of realization that we have fought a good 
fight and won eternal life for liberty and civilization. 


Now our supreme task is to fight and keep on fighting 


until the murderous Potsdam gang has learned the full power 
of the righteous wrath of outraged civilization. 


We need to be awakened to this and to realize that the 


army whieh we must send to France must number many mil- 
lions of men, with other millions in training here to fill in the 
gaps. 
We should push forward with all possible speed until 


we have 5,000,000 soldiers on the battlefields of France and 
5,000,000 more in our cantonments under vigorous training that 
they may be ready to take the places of those who have 
gone on. ahead in the great struggle, so that at.no time shall 
our European army have less than 5,000,000 fighting men. 


This must be the American spirit. 
The man or the woman 


who does not realize this situation, and is not willing to sac- 
rifice, has not yet realized the task that is ahead of us, nor the 
responsibility which has been placed upon us. 


Let us stir into a living, burning flame all our energies to 


scorch and blast the murderers, outragers and looters who 
have blackened the name of Germany as no other country in 
human history. 


Let us build a fighting machine surpassing Germany's 


to the extent that heaven surpasses hell; that liberty surpasses 
slavery; that American men of honor surpass the brutish Ger- 
man outragers; that the honor of American women surpasses 
the lustful crimes of the German soldiers. 


Not until we have reached this stage in our war work 


and sent forward to the battlefields of France 5,000,000 of the 
best blood of America, with at least 5,000,000 more trained 
men ready to go forward, and all backed by a united, de- 
termined fighting nation, will we have measured up to the task 
that is before us and made certain the saving of our civilization 
from German damnation. 


No terms of peace should ever be considered until the 


armies of the allies have marched millions strong through 
Germany and Austria, and shot or tying every male of the 
Hohenzollern and Hapsburg dynaties and their military 
leaders. 
Unless this be done we would place a premium on 


crime and outrage all civilization.

vote for the compulsory ipping of cat- 
tle. 
In the meantime this county is 


under government quarantine and our 
cattle are worth about $7.50 per head 
less than they will be as soon as the 
quarantine is lifted.

To prevent any serious shortage 


of skilled nurses to care for civilian 
sick in American cities, every married 
nurse or nurse not now engaged in 
active nursing and no,t eligible for 
army service will be urged to enroll 
with the 
American Red 
Cross as 


Home defense nurses, tor assignment 
for a few hours daily or weekly, nurs- 
ing neighbors 
in 
emergencies and 


nursing in hospitals, dispensaries, ba- 
ay saving stations, and similar ac- 
tivities. Others will be needed to car- 
ry on the work of district visiting or 
public school nursing. 


By such volunteer work these ad- 


ditional nurses will render local ser- 
vice and at the ~same time relieve 
from civilian duty many other nurses 
needed sorely in military and naval 
establishments. 
These nurses in ad 


dition are asked to enroll for emer- 
gency service in local disasters, which, 
call suddenly for a large number of 
nurses. 


If all civilians who need skilled 


nursing are to have care it is impor- 
tant, as the Red Cross points out, that 
as few nurses as possible be employed 
for all their time in the care of a 
single patient. The public is therefore 
urged to employ individual nurses 
only in case of real necessity and to 
utilize visiting nurses for hospitals, 
wherever they are accessible. If the 
nurses and the public generally will 
make such adjustments as may be 
necessary the American Red Cross be- 
lieves that it will be able to recruil 
sufficient 
nurses for military duty 


without endangering fie health ol 
communities or disturbing the supply 
of nurses for the future. 


The American Red Cross is urging 


the enrollment of all nurses, with the 
understanding that those vitally need- 
ed to maintain the local nursing ac- 
tivity shall be allowed, with the con- 
sent of the military authorities to 
continue in their present positions 
as a patriotic service. 


As measured by the armies of Europe we have been 


a relatively small army into our training camps, 


and as a forerunner of the five millions or more we shall have 
;o send, we have about one-tenth of that number in France. 
Only by these men and their families has there been any sac- 
•iflce worthy of the name, 
for the nation as a whole still 


)ursues its accustomed way without any real sacrifice. 


We are still eating and drinking as of old and living in 


ease and prosperity as compared with the sacrifices which we 
must make. 


We are still bragging and boasting about the things our 


army and navy will do. 


We are even now wasting time talking about many un- 


necessary things, forgetting that our sole business now is to 
ight till we win the war. 


We are still laying to our souls the flattering unction that 


;he war will soon be over and that we shall then go on our 
ususal way without having to pay any great price for the lib- 
erty that we hope to win. 
We should, however, realize that 


;he task which we face will require all the heroism of the na- 
ion, infinitely greater than any heroism yet developed, unless 
as cowards and poltroons we yielded to an unbeaten Ger- 
many's efforts to secure peace. 


Now we are playing at heroics; before long all our latent 


leroism will be needed to sustain us. 
It will require sacri- 


fice to the extreme from every family in the land, and sorrow 
will come, perchance, into every home before there will come 
with it the glory of realization that we have fought a good 
fight and won eternal life for liberty and civilization. 


Now our supreme task is to fight and keep on fighting 


until the murderous Potsdam gang- has learned the full power 
of the righteous wrath of outraged civilization. 


We need to be awakened to this and to realize that the 


army whieh we must send to France must number many mil- 
lions of men, with other millions in training here to fill in the 
gaps. 
We should push forward with all possible speed until 


we have 5,000,000 soldiers on the battlefields of France and 
5,000,000 more in our cantonments under vigorous training that 
they may be ready to take the places of those who have 
gone on. ahead in the great struggle, so that at no time shall 
our European army have less than 5,000,000 fighting men. 


This must be the American spirit. The man or the woman 


who does not realize this situation, and is not willing to sac- 
rifice, has not yet realized the task that is ahead of us, nor the 
responsibility which has been placed upon us. 


Let us stir into a living, burning flame all our energies to 


scorch and blast the murderers, outragers and looters who 
have blackened the name of Germany as no other country in 
human history. 


Let us build a fighting machine surpassing Germany's 


to the extent that heaven surpasses hell; that liberty surpasses 
slavery; that American men of honor surpass the brutish Ger- 
man outragers; that the honor of American women surpasses 
the lustful crimes of the German soldiers. 
/ 


Not until we have reached this stage in our war work 


and sent forward to the battlefields of France 5,000,000 of the 
best blood of America, with at least 5,000,000 more trained 
men ready to go forward, and all backed by a united, de- 
termined fighting nation, will we have measured up to the task 
that is before us and made certain the saving of our civilization 
from German damnation. 


No terms of peace should ever be considered until the 


armies of the allies have marched millions strong through 
Germany and Austria, and shot or hung every male of the 
Hohenzollern and Hapsburg dynaties and their military 
leaders. 
Unless this be done we would place a premium on 


crime and outrage all civilization.

will begin early in the afternoon on 
the Pacific coast, and at Orlando the 
period of totality will begin at 5:41 p. 
m. The eclipse will be practically to- 
tal at New Smyrna. 


The last solar eclipse visible in the 


United States was in 1900, and there 
will not be another until 1933. 


The time reauired for the shadow 


to sweep across the United States is 
46 minutes.

By Prohibition." 


Why are we agitating national pro- 


hibition so strongly? 
Any one who 


has lived in a "wet" territory and seen 
the evils King Alcohol has wrought 
need not ask that question. These 
evils are seen in every walk of life; 
but perhaps most clearly among the 
poorer laboring classes, 
where the 


struggle for existence is exceedingly 
hard, even without this awful curse 


Alcohol is the laborer's greatest 


foe. 
It weakens him physically, men- 


tally and morally, thus lowering the 
power to do his work properly, and 
in the end bringing destruction, not 
only to him, but also to those who 
are dependent upon him for support 


To show what manufacturies think 


of alcohol, the American Issue, a tern 
perance paper, published replies from 
manufacturing concerns, to letters 
of inquiry as to whether they favored 
saloons. These replies numbered 162 
all, with the exception of four, being 
emphatically against the use of 
cohol. One of these letters says tha 
50 per.cent of their accidents are du 
to alcohol. 
Another says: "We hav 


had the general experience with em 
ployes who drink, namely, lessene 
resistance to illness, with the conse 
quent lessening of the output an 
higher rate of labor turnover.

Our country is asking us to con- 
erve our food, time and labor, but 
re we? 
Labor is scarce now, but 


hat makes it so? We have many 
len. Do you know why good labor 


i hard to procure, and what is under- 


mining the working people of the 
jnited States? Liquor, the destroyer 
f health, the murderer of men, is the 
errible 
underminer. 
Why should 


America be overrun by the saloon, and 
ave her good citizens utterly ruined? 
'he working 
people are the main 


irop of the United States, and yet 


stand optimistically by and see 


hat prop destroyed. Is that patriotic? 
Let us look closely into the problem 
and find out some of the harms and 
njuries caused by the liquor business. 


Alcohol greatly deminishes the men- 
al powers of the brain. When a man 
s drunk it deadens the mind so much 
that he does not know what he is do- 
ng or saying. It makes an intelligent 
man talk like an uncouth barbarian, 


work, enters for comfort and chee 
Here he spends all his hard-earne 
money, but what does he receive 
Comfort and cheer? 
Certainly no 


instead he receives disrespect, co 
tempt, disgrace, and, worst of all, a 
loss of self respect. As he continues 
to frequent this place, each succeed- 
ing day finds him more and more un- 
fit to perform his work. He loses his 
job and eventually becomes an out- 
cast. 
Such industrial outcasts are 


the cause of lowering the standard of 
labor. When a man becomes _ so in- 
efficient that he loses his job, he can 
not find another as good, and con- 
tinues to lose until he is down to the 
very bottom, and has to work for the 
smallest of pay. Consequently, with 
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and the uneducated man try to talk 
on subjects far beyond his power. Al- 
coholic drinks of any kind taken just 
once in a while in small quantities, 
change the brain into a whirlpool, and 
cut down the executive ability. 
It 


has been proven that if you give a 
man a glass of beer daily, although he 
may be a brilliant thinker, ?oon his 
brain will not be equal to his work, 
and after a few week-: it would take 
14 men like himself to do the work 
he was capable of doing before be- 
ginning to drink. The records at the 
insane asylums show that a great 
number of the insane people were 
either drunkards or sons of hard 
drinkers 
before 
entering 
the 


asylum. 
One noted physician said 


that if all the saloons in the United 
States were blotted out, in one gen- 
eration the asylums and hospitals for 
the insane and weak minded would 
be practically all closed. 


After the brain has been poisoned 


and the body weakened by liquor, the 
working ability of the laborer is natur- 
ally reduced. A man may be one of 
the best in the shop before starting 
to drink, but invariably when he does 
start his work will go from good to 
bad and from bad to utter ruin. 
By 


the miners it has been proven that 
men car. not drink and do good work. 
In mining towns there usually are sev- 


business of this nation does not pros- 
per as it should. 
Why do we have 


so many poor people in this rich coun- 
try? Just because alcohol has con- 
sumed so many of our men, and caus- 
ed a great many failures in life. Busi- 
ness should prosper more than it does 
for we have a country rich in its na- 
tural resources. True, our men do 
make money, but not as much as they 
should. 
Take Kansas, for instance. 


See how she has increased in wealth 
and in population since she has be- 
come totally dry. The average man 
and boy of that state is quick-witted, 
strong and healthy, and 
does not 


know what the salooa is like. Now 
take a state where alcoholic drinks 
are made and sold in great abundance 
the men and boys as a whole are not 
as healthy and are slow-minded in- 
stead of strong and quick-witted. The 
general wealth of the people is not 
as good. In these states is it pos- 
sible to say that the average morals 
of the people are good? No, for liquor 
causes unhappiness, destroys homes, 
and wrecks lives. 


After examining these points, is it 


to be wondered that labor is so hard 
to get and that huge wages are paid 
for good workers? But some one may 
say: 
"How can it be helped?" So let 


us think of some ways in which the 
laboring man may be protected and 
kept from drinking. One way is for 
the different shops and factories to 
bring among the employees men who 
exert a good influence. Another is to 
furnish club rooms where the men 
may spend their leisure time. 
The 


best way is to banish the saloon com- 
pletely. 


Many of bur modern stores anc 


shops are now bringing better men 
among the employees. It has been 
found out that the actions of the mer 
depend entirely upon their associates 
and the leaders. One factory in the 


I New England states was noted 
for 


its strikes and drunken riots. 
The 


owner at last called in a man and told 
him to find out how the trouble could 
be stopped. In about a week the man 
came back to the office and told them 
that if men could be gotten to work 
in the factory who could exert a good 
influence over the two leaders of thfr 
men in a few weeks much of the 
trouble could be stopped. This plan 
was carried out immediately and in 
less than two months it was noticed 
that instead of the men all stopping 
at the saloon, as they had been doing,, 
almost all of them hurried home. This 
factory is not the only case, for all 
over the country this plan is being 
worked out. The hardest drinkers and, 
worst men have some times been 
irought back to leading a good life 


associating with good men. 
A better plan than this is to install' 


club rooms in the buildings, where 
he men may come. Here they may 
spend their leisure time reading, play- 
ng games, or just talking. 
The 


!aloon is now the poor man's club- 
room. Every man likes to be in a 
crowd and talk things over, so great 
numbers of them go to the saloon. 


But the best way to completely 


protect our men and women is to ban- 
ish the saloon entirely. America has- 
seen the necessity for years, and state- 
after state has gone dry. At this 
time we have 28 dry states, and three 
states voting on the question this 
year. We are all looking and hoping- 
for the day when the United Statea 
can be traveled from coast to coast 
and 
from north 
to south without 


touching upon a state containing 
liquor. 


In the face of all these injuries, 


riots and crimes caused by alcoholic 
drinks, why do we stand by and do- 
nothing? Again, t ask you, is it pa- 
triotic?

ranks of labor can be traced to some 
connection with the saloon. 
Such 


men as the industrial outcasts are us- 
lally the cause of these disturbances. 
Dissatisfied with the amount of pay 
hey receive and envious of the m«n 
vho have retained their self respect, 
and bcome more successful in life, 
hey start strikes and riots. Take, for 
nstance, the disturbances of this 
sort within our own country; tracing 
,hem back, they are 
found 
to be 


caused by a few men who have low- 
ered themselves by drinking, until 
'.hey are unfit for work, and for only 
this reason do not receive high wages. 
They stir up the men who do not 
drink, because thru the drinker's 
;heap labor, their wages also, are 
lowered. 


Alcohol does not confine its evil 


effects to the user but affects even 
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He found that the abstainer could do 
three times as much work as the mod- 
erate drinker, and that 
the heavy 


drinker could do but very little work. 


The worst evil caused by alcoholic 


drinks is that the morals of the men 
are lowered. Drink causes a strictly 
honest man to steal and murder. All 
our dry states have found that it was 
liquor that caused so many arrests, 
and in these states the prisons con- 
tain very few men and women. Some 
men, who, when sober, are the kind- 
est of husbands, will come home drunk 
beat their wives and children, and 
Ihui !!•> down to sleep, seemingly con- 
tented. They will bring uncouth men 
and women into the home, and drive 
the family, 
penniless, out into the 


streets.

Germany, 
striving diligently to keep up a home ' although she has not adopted nation- 
for himself and his family. 
These al prohibition, she lias found just what 
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effects are brought about by the taxes. 
It is estimated that a "wet" territory 
levies 95 cents on the hundred dollars 
valuation, 
while 
a 
"dry" territory 


levies but 65 cents. In this way the 
poor laborer living in a "\\et" terri- 
tory, although lie does not use alco- 
hol, is so over-burdened by taxes that 
he is hardly able to keep up his home. 
All this on account of the saloon- 
keeper and his patrons. Think of the 
many accidents on railroads, in factor- 
ies and in industrial plants wihch were 
caused perhaps by only one man be- 
ing drunk, thus killing or injuring 
numbers of tellow employes. 


We see all these evils, but how 


shall we be free of them? The only 
answer is, national prohibition. Other 
countries have found what an enemy 
alcohol is, and have taken steps to 
get rid of it. Now the United states 
is awake to this fact and is looking 
forward to national prohibition, when 
not only the laboring men, but inno- 
cent people of every class, shall suf- 
fer no more from this curse. 


Great Britain found the evil and 


reduced the amount of grain to' ^e 
used for liquor, but later had to in- 
crease it because what was supposed 
to be the laboring class protested. Ur - 
on investigation it was found that not 
the laboring class but the brewers 


beer does for her and discourages the 
use of it, especially during working 
hours. 
She knows that 
it makes 


them unable to do their work proper- 
ly and subsitutes tea at the factories. 


In the United States for a number 


of years users of alcohol have been 
regarded as incapable workers. 
The 


railroads all over the country are very 
particular 
as 
to 
whether a man 


drinks before he is employed; then.if 
he forms the habit after he is em- 
ployed he is discharged. With pro- 
hibition those who have this awful 
habit will not be able to get liquor 
and those who have not formed the 
habit will not have the chance to form 
it. 
Even small concerns are very 


careful not to employ any one who is 
addicted to this habit and when men 
find how hard it is to get a job they 
will be more careful and, thus, there 
will be less intemperance. This will 
result in national prohibition, giving 
the laboring class a chance to rise to 
higher positions in life, and making 
our own United States a more peace- 
ful and prosperous country. 


We shall be free of those evils very 


soon. National prohibition is coming, 
and when Old John Barleycorn lies 
down to take his last Ions sleep, we 
will be free of the worst enemy the 
nation has ever known.

At the Congressional elections in New York City in 


March, the first election of the new women voters, 90.8 
per cent, of the registered women voted and only 33'.7 per 
cent of the registered men. The women helped to elect 
four Democratic Congressmen. 
"As a rule women went 


about thedr politics in a workmanlike, almost professional 
manner," said the surprised Time*. "It was an event out 
of the ordinary if a woman made a mistake in folding her 
ballot." On the same day women of Vermont voted for 
the first time in municipal elections. In Burlington and 
Colchester 90 per cent, of the women registrants voted. 
Rutland followed with 80 per cent., St. Albans with 75 
per cent.
